Last week in this counmin I in- 
dicated there waa #2 question as 
to whether or not we could use 
DOT for insect contrel, The final 
answer was that we could. The 
problem was with the Department 
of Agricullure as traces of DDT 
had been detected im some hay 
samples taken in this area, 

Through the assistance of Mrs, 
Lincoln in. Augusta we were as 
sured there would be no objec- 
tion from the State level if we 
used the chemical in such a way 
48 not. te contaminate forage 
crops, The same person who has 
been doing the aerial spraying 
for several years whe contacted 
and told. of our findings. He ag- 
reed to spray the compact ares 
only, as he felt he was taking 
160 much of a tisk to attempt the 
ont-lying sections. 

We have done some outside of 
the village using truck spraying 
equipment, The resulle of this 
equipment should be watched 
closely a another year it may 
be Impoaslble to get anyone to 
ao the aerial spraying.
